Claims 1-7, 18-22, and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Buchanan et al. in view of Kern. 

Claims 11-17 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Buchanan in view of Green et al. and Kern. 

Claims 8-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Buchanan and Kern, and further in view of Green et al.
